- HEIDI ALLEN MP - 
Once again we're once again in unchartered waters, both 
nationally with regards to Brexit and locally in terms of the 
City Deal. Whilst it's frustrating to ask people to be patient 
in this fast paced, modern, Twitter dominated world it's 
easy to underestimate the value of scrutiny and 
consultation. We shouldn't. Taking time to consult, probe 
and examine what is being put forward is the starting 
point for any successful negotiation and I remain 
confident that we have some sound navigators at the 
helm, being held to account by democracy in action. 

I have been vocal about my opposition to the City Deal 
plan for Busway 3 and 3A (Cambourne to Cambridge 
route via the Westfields.) I sense the City Deal board are 
rushing because of spending deadlines imposed at deal 
inception. I believe a more creative and workable solution 
is possible and I'll make sure my voice is in the mix as 
these discussions move forward. 

The new Papworth Hospital celebrated their next phase of 
development with a 'Top OuF at their new building on the 
Addenbrooke's campus. Having helped to level out a slab 
of concrete, a fir tree was swung over the building to ward 
away bad luck-apparently a tradition of the Non/vegian 
contractor Skansa! The new site is extremely impressive 
with state of the art theatres, en-suite bedrooms and 
world class research facilities. Another great local NHS 
success story. 

I was thrilled and humbled to be awarded 'Conservative 
Newcomer MP of the Year' by the Patchwork foundation. 
The award looked at the work my team and I have been 
doing to give a voice to underrepresented people, such as 
the disabled community.

- COUNTY COUNCILLOR REPORT - 

Frustratingly, the County Council's extraordinary 
meeting to vote on the devolution deal for Cambs and 
Peterborough was postponed from 15th to 22nd Nov, 
missing the copy deadline for this issue of Bar Hill News. 

I had hoped to be able to let you know whether or not the 
vote had been in favour or against. I am in favour of 
devolution. I believe that this is a one-off chance to secure 
much needed additional money for affordable housing in 
South Cambridgeshire, in addition to the £20m a year for 
30 years which will allow for much needed investment in 
infrastructure. The £100m for housing will deliver a 
minimum of 2,000 homes, Accepting this first deal will 
also open the door to other deals in the future. 

After a very mild autumn, temperatures are starting to 
fall and everyone is turning up the thermostat at home. 
Coping with the cost of heating can be challenging and 
the County Council has formed a partnership with 
iChooser, to provide a collective fuel provision offer. 
iChooser is the UK's leading expert in collective energy 
switching and the delivery of bespoke and highly 
competitive energy tariffs and in partnering with them, 
the Council is able to offer the Cambridgeshire Energy 
Switch scheme. It looks likely that wholesale energy prices 
will continue to rise in the foreseeable future and it makes 
sense to try and fix your tariff.

A VISIT TO AMEY WASTE 
MANAGEMENT PARK 
A small group from Bar Hill Eco Church group visited. The 
striking thing as you go round is realising how much we 
throw away, and that it doesn't just disappear when we 
put it in a bin or throw it on the ground. 

The site deals with waste from the blue, black and green 
bins from 600,000 Cambridgeshire residents. Because it 
costs the council £84 a ton to dispose of waste in landfill, 
the council is keen to get residents to use our bins 
correctly to minimise that amount and maximise the 
amount of waste that is recycled. The green waste is 
made into compost that is free to anyone who can come 
and collect it. 

At Waterbeach they can do more than many other sites, 
which is partly why messages we get about recycling are 
sometimes different to other areas and sometimes 
appear to change. It is amazing how much they can do. 
However, we can make life there easier, and costs lower, 
by using our bins better. Many people do this very well 
but key points we were all asked to remember were: 
Green bins: food and plants yes, but no plastic bags, 
stones or soil. They make the waste unusable and can 
damage the machines that chop up the waste. Use paper 
or cardboard to wrap or contain food waste. 

Blue bins: rinse bottles and tubs etc. first. This doesn't 
have to use much water; old washing up water is enough. 
It is much easier for us to clean things before they dry 
than for workers on site to do it, and rotten food can be 
pretty horrible by then. 

Black bins: the last resort for really dirty things and 
'don't-knows'. But please, no videos; the tape is a 
nightmare for the separating machines.
